They should be stained or varnished to match the 
woodwork in the interior of the home, but they 
should not be used where exposed to the weather 
unless there is porch protection. Morgan Hard- 
wood French Doors used in any room of the house 
will add beauty and attractiveness to that room. 
Installed in place of those cumbersome folding 
doors they give privacy when desired and they 
add to the appearance of the room instead of de- 
tracting from it.
